The proposed new building, 
under discussion for some time, 
would make available an addi- 
tional 400,000 square feet of 
space and would be “almost self- 
liquidating in cost,” ,he added. 

If constructed, the new build- 
ing probably would house a 
small branch post office station, 
with most of the space allocated 
to Government offices and 
courts, he said. The project, 
he added, would supplement, not 
replace, the present’ Federal 
building. 

Mrs. Sullivan told Tucker 
she believes additional post of- 
fice space will be needed in the 
downtown area soon. She 
pointed out that the old Federal 
building at Eighth and Olive 
streets, now used for post office 
operations, might be razed or 
rented when the new building is 
completed. 
| The proposed building site, 

she reported consists of eight 
parcels occupied by parking lots, 
three vacant parcels and 10 on 
which buildings are located. 

A list of about 5000 proposed 
Government projects, including 
the St. Louis building, has been 
submitted to Congress by the 
General Services Administration, 
which directs Federal purchas- 
ing and building, but no action 
has been taken on appropriating 
funds.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15°XUP) | 
Senator Thomas C. Hennings | 
Jr. of Missouri advised fellow | 
Democrats today to cool off and | 
not “whine” over violent Repub- |

lican attacks. 

In a statement placed in the | 
Congressional Record, Hennings | 
spoke scornfully of the G.O.P. | 
attacks but dismissed them as | 
part of the normal give-and-take 
of politics. 

President Eisenhower said last 
week that the times are too seri- 
ous for extreme partisanship and 
that he would so advise his of- 
ficial family. These remarks 
followed Democratic protests 
aganist Republican Lincoln-week 
oratory charging the Democratic 
party with tolerating traitors in 
the Government. One of these 
protests came in a Senate speech | 
by Hennings’s Missouri Demo- | 
cratic colleague, Senator Stuart 
Symington. 

Republican Aim. 

Hennings said it is clear that 
Republicans tend to attack 
Democrats “as a party of thieves 
and traitors and villains.” 

“These political amenities do 
not disturb me,” he said. “They 
are part and parcel of the iste 
give-and-take with which each 
party pays its respect to the 
other. If some Republicans seem 
to have lost their sense of_pro-. 
portion, that’s their problem. 

“But I am surprised that we 
Democrats should have so lost 
our sense of humor as to allow 
ourselves to be upset by these 
rantings. I am amazed that we 
should whine and beg him to 
call off his ‘boys.’ 

“What kind of silliness is this? 
Aren’t we capable of standing 
on our own feet? Aren't the 
principles and ideals of our mili- 
tant party invulnerable against 
name-calling and political invec- 
tive? Or are we a party of so 
little faith that we must strike 
our colors and cry for quarter?” 

Hennings said the Administra- 
tion’s program will stand or fall 
on its merits. 

“I know I speak for many | 
Democrats,” he said, “when I' 
say that we are going to support; 
the President whenever we think 
he is right and we have no in- 
tention of letting these attacks 
affect our judgment or our de-| 
sire to co-operate for the good) 
of the country.” 

He said he doubts that “in- 
temperate attacks” are wise Re- | 
publican politics because “ex-/ 
cesses of any kind are repugnant | 
to the American people.” | 

This statement reflected the 
belief or hope of many Demo- 
crats that the G.O.P. attacks will 
backfire.

Roosevelt said it applied to 
Lindbergh because of his activi- 
ties in the America First group 
seeking to keep the United 
States out of war with Germany.

In his letter of resignation to 
Roosevelt, Lindbergh said that 
in view of the President's “im- 
plications concerning my loyalty 
to my country, my character and 
my motives, I can see no honor- 
able alternative to tendering my 
resignation.” 

Later, after the United States 
entered World War II, Lind- 
bergh served as a civilian con- 
sultant to the Air Force, and 
spent some time on dangerous 
missions overseas. 

Lindbergh, who recently pub- 
lished his autobiography, is now 
52 years old. He lives quietly 
in Connecticut, about 50 miles 
from New York, but maintains a 
keen interest in aviation affairs. 
He has continued to serve as a 
civilian consultant to the Air 
Force from time to time. 

The Air Force said Lindbergh 
was consulted in advance about 
the nomination and “agreed: to 
accept it.” Lindbergh will re- 
ceive no salary from his new 
status as a reserve general, un- 

less he is called to active duty. 

Lindbergh's nomination was 
sent to the Senate in a list of 
19 reserve promotions. Among 
them was a promotion of Brig.

Mr. Molotov has refused to come to terms on 
Austria. This decision on the part of the Soviet 
Foreign Minister and the consequent frustration 
of a wider European settlement should end wer- 
ries that the Western representatives are scor- 
ing all the points but losing the bout in Berlin. 
This doubt is expressed by Walter Lippmann 
and it has been supported by some German 
leaders, 

To Molotov’s embarrassment, the Western 
statesmen made every possible concession on. 
Austria yet he still said No. To Secretary 
Dulles’s request that an Austrian treaty be 
signed by Thursday, the Russian could only 
rejoin by setting that day for the break-up of 
the Big Four conference. 

What could show more cjearly that the Rus- 
sians are determined not pull back the Red 
Army, not to relax their hold on an¥ part of 
Europe now under their occupation—no matter 
what political considerations might be advanced 
by the Western powers? 

Unreasonable as it is, Molotov himself made 
Austria part of a German “package deal” and 
then made sure of an Austrian impasse by tying 
Trieste into the bundle and by insisting on con- 
tinued occupation even in the event an agreement 
were reached. That sort of writing in the com- 
muniques must ‘be obvious enough for any eye 
to read and any mind to understand: As of now 
—and perhaps for years—the Russians have 
no intention of going home. 

No doubt Molotov’s earlier gesture of skipping 
the red tape for a quick German agreement 
and his deceptive scheme for a Germany “neu- 
tralized” for 50 years may have had some appeal 
for Frenchmen who feared that German reuni- 
fication might soon mean an independent Ger- 
man army, instead of German troops in .an 
internationalized European army.

Molotov, Bidault, Eden and Dulles will 
have at least one more secret meeting on the 
Far Eastern situation. An agreement on Asia is, 
if anything, even more desirable than a Euro- 
pean pact. But who now expects such a meet- 
ing of the minds in Berlin? Thursday now 
seems sure to come and go without any pens 
dipped in ink. 
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Carl Sandburg Writes an Editorial 

White-haired, laughter-serious Carl Sandburg 
reverted to an early love, daily journalism, as 
he stood before an admiring audience that more 
than filled Shaare Emeth temple Sunday night. 
He produced a newspaper editorial. It went 
substantially like this: 

In Communist Russia, a group of young men 
was being interviewed for employment in a 
government bureau. Each one was asked: “How 
much is two plus two?” One by one the appli- 
cants answered: “Four.” But finally one young 
fellow looked the examiner squarely in the eye 
and said: “How much do you want it to be?” 

In free United States, Sandburg also reported, 
representative citizens were asked in a popular 
poll whether they approved of the junior Sena- 
tor from Wisconsin. Some 35 per cent said 
they approved. Almost as many said they dis- 
approved. The rest, totaling about 30 per cent 
said they had no opinion. Almost one free citi- 
zen ir’ three .was not going to get involved on 
either side of that question!

Too Much Plenty 
Last summer Congress heard«a great deal 
about the shortage of grain storage space. This 
year, well in advance of another anticipated 
emergency, the nation is on warning that again 
there will probably be too few places to keep 
the flowing wheat, corn, rye, oats and barley. 

According to The Wall Street Journal, Agricul- 
ture Department officials estimate that after all 
presently planned expedients have been used,’ 
the nation is likely to come up 280 million bush- 
els short in storage space. 

Those presently planned expedients include 
greater use of mothballed merchant ships as 
floating storage bins, and the construction of 
new grain bins. It has even been suggested that 
the countryside be scoured for idle movie thea- 
ters and garages, to be converted into emer- 
gency warehouses. Airplane hangars and unused 
army barracks may be pressed into service. 
Farmers are being urged to store their machin- 
ery in temporary sheds so that permanent barns 
and other structures may be used for grain. 

Yet despite everything of this nature that is 
likely to be done, a substantial shortage of space 
is in prospect unless bad weather disastrously 
curtails the grain crops. The shortage will work 
a double hardship on the farm community. 

On the one hand it will compel some farmers 
to sel] their grain instead of putting it under 
seal with. a price-support loan, and the sales, 
being made in volume at the time of harvest, 
may be expected to depress prices below the 
support levels. 

Or, if farmers elect to take the loan without 
proper storage space, they must be prepared to 
stand the losses resulting from damage to grain 
dumped on the open ground. Either way, the 
space shortage means lost income for an agri- 
culture which has already taken a cut. 
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Free Choice Without Penalty 

The Blue Cross corporate board has again 
rejected a proposal to pay full benefits to mem- 
bers treated in osteopathic hospitals. Blue Cross 
thereby stands on its obviously unfair policy of 
paying maximum benefits only to members con- 
fined in hospitals staffed by doctors of medicine. 

This is the third time in the last eight months 
that the board has considered the proposal and 
turned it down, Each time the change has been 
supported by a majority. But under the by-laws 
a two-thirds majority is necessary. Each time the 
proposal has fallen just short of that magic 
division. Why? 

The Blue Cross corporate board is composed 
of equal numbers of public, hospital and phy-

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The Expressways Are Mutual 

The underlying unity of this metropolitan area 
is demonstrated by the impasse in which the 
city finds itself over expressways, all because 
the county defeated its own road bond proposal. 
Mayor Tucker and County Supervisor Matthews 
are to consider their problem this week. 

St. Louis does not know where its expressways 
will go because the county has jot been able 
to decide where to build its expressways, or 
whether to build any. And these are the ‘same 
expressways. It would make no sense for the 
city to build a central expressway which would 
stop dead at the city limits, while the county had 
a similar expressway somewhere else. 

The central or Daniel Boone route is the 
crux of the matter.

The British Don’t Like McCarthyism

Dr. Hildegarde Pauline Ruth Broda 
has been described as “a short, pleas- 
ant, dumpy woman with a wonderful 
way with children.” She is 43 years old 
and has a 12-year-old son. Her neighbors 
in Cambridge, where she is an assistant 
medical officer for the county schools, 
call her “a typical Viennese.” 


She is a divorcee, the daughtes of an 
Austrian Army officer. She came here 
as a refugee in 1938. 


Her life, so far as is known, was un- 
eventful until last summer, when she 
met a man of the same age, whom she 
married two months later at Cambridge 
Shire Hall in the presence of a couple 
of friends. 

The bridegroom was. an ex-convict 
named Alan Nunn May, a former Cam- 
bridge research physicist who had been 
released eight months earlier after hav- 
ing served six years and eight months 
of a ten-year sentence for giving Allied 
atomic secrets to the Russians. It was 
Nunn May who had turned over uran- 
jum samples believed to have been 
stolen from United States atomic labor- 
atories to Soviet agents in Canada. 


The conjugal couple managed to pre- 
serve their privacy to an unusual de- 
gree, considering the outbreak of head- 
lines that greeted their news. 


However, last November, when: Dr. 
Broda’s application for a routine salary 
increase to £1300 ($3840) a year came 
before the Cambridge County Council, 
trouble began brewing.

Public Schools 
Exploit Sports 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., Feb. 
15 (AP)}—Many bouquets and a 


few brickbats today greeted an | and 


education commission report 
calling on United States public 
schools to cut out the carnival 
aspects of their athletic pro- 
grams. 

The 116-page report — three 
years in the making—was pre- 
| sented here yesterday at the an- 
nual convention of the Ameri- 
can Association of School Ad- 
| ministrators. 


The far-reaching report car- | 


‘vied an eight-point indictment 
/ of the “bad practices that mar 
athletics in too many American 
schools today.” Thosé practices 
“pampering” athletes, 
whipping up student frenzy be- 
fore games and exploiting ath- 
letic competition as “a 
show to be sold to the public as 
vaudeville.” 


The Educational Policies 
Commission, a group of leading 
United States educators who 
wrote the report, did not attack 
athletics as such. On the con- 
trary, they made it clear “that 
the experience of playing ath- 
letic games should be a part of 
e education of all children 
&nd youth who attend school in 
the United States.” - 


It should be a part of educa- 
tion, but not an all-out dominat- 
ing part. 


The commission fired its 
heaviest criticism at post-season 
tournaments and recommended 
that high schools abolish them. 


Several educators and laymen 
were quick to oppose the recom- 
mendation. 


In a discussion following the 
report, H. V. Portér of Chicago 
said there is no reason why 
post-season playoffs should not 
continue since “administrators 
can correct whatever may 
wrong in the tournaments.” 
Porter is executive secretary of 
the National Federation of State 
High School Athletic Associa- 
tions. 

“If you did believe they (the 
tournaments) were not good, 
you would have eliminated them 
long ago,” Porter told the ad- 
ministrators. 

Edward Pollock, sports editor 
of the Philadelphia Evening 
Bulletin, agreed. 
“Curtailment, yes; abolition, 
no,” he said. “There is too much 
good in championship tourna- 
ments to eliminate them en- 
tirely.” 

L. V. Phillips of Indianapolis, 
Indiana’s commissioner of high 
school athletics, attacked the 
whole report as being “heavily 
loaded” against “interscholastic 
athletics.” 

However, most educators 
hailed the report as “impres- 
sive,” “significant” and some- 
thing that should have been 
done “40 years ago.”

The dam, which would be sit- 
uated on the White river near 
Branson, Mo., in Short’s Sev- 
enth Congressional District, “is 
badly needed to help the area 
economically,” Short said.

000 for Table Rock was included 
in the last Truman budget, bui 
the Eisenhower budget for 1952 
cut out all tederal funds for the 
project. ~The Senate subse- 
quently voted $3,500,000 for the 
dam, at the urging of Missouri's 
— Hennings and Syming- 
n. 


The House, however, refused 
to appropriate any funds for the 
project. A conference commit- 
tee settled on the $1,000,000 
compromise figure, subject to a 
favorablé report from the Corps 
of Engineers and approval by 
both appropriations committees. 

Senate Approval Likely. 

In view of its previous action, 
Senate approval of an early 
start on construction is expect- 
ed without much difficulty, 
Symington said. He urged Short 
to use his position as chairman 
of the House Armed Services 
Committee to push the measure 
in the House Appropriations 
Committee. 

Taber told the Post-Dispatch 
“it is far too early” to tell how 
the appropriation will fare in 
his committee. He said Sturgis’s 
report will be referred to an- 
other House committee for pre- 
liminary study.

The dam, first preposedl in 
1912, has run into frequent op- 
position in Congress. Some lo- 
cal objection also has been re- 
ported. The project, which Stur- 
gis estimated would provide 
flood control benefits to about 
1,064,000 acres of land along the 
White river, is planned to sup- 
plement the Bull Shoals project 


Capacity Estimate. 


Sturgis estimated the Table 
Rock project could produce 
about 541,000,000 kilowatt-hours 
of power annually, if increases 
made possible in downstream 
projects are taken into account. 


“Representatives of utility 
companies in the area state that 
the utilities are ready and will- 
ing to contract for the entire 
output of Table Rock project,” 
he said. 
“The power needs in the area 
of the Table Rock project are 
expanding at a rapid rate and 
there will be a need for substan- 
tially more additional power,” 
the report said, adding that 
power produced by Table Rock 
“can be fully integrated into the 
power supply of the area.’ 
Sturgis’s prediction was that 
power needs of southern Mis- 
souri are increasing so rapidly

OME 15 years ago, when his paintings cost a lot less than 
they do now) I hought an oil by Mare Chagall, the French 
impressionist.

I looked down at the river, and what I saw were a 
lot of dirty tugs on a lot of dirty water. In Kujacks’ water 
color, however, the tugs were a saucy red and the river a 
ribbon of robin’s-egg blue. ,

Detective Solves His First Murder 


Rookie Learns Value of Teamwork in Capture of Mad Emile, Apache Killer of 'the Acrobat’

It was early 1926. In those 
days the organized vice of Lon- 
don was mainly in the hands of 
two French apache gangs. 

The more experienced men of 
the Vice Squad could not get 
near these foreign-born gang- 
sters without being recognized. 
But I doubt if any young man 
in London looked less like a 
policeman than I did at the 
time. I gave the impression of a 
rather innocent youth. Perhaps 
the fact that I did not smoke or 
drink had something to do with 
it. : 

The Vice Squad found me use- 
ful as a “ghost.” I'd drift around 
the dens of Soho, mix with 
thieves and wastrels and keep 
my eyes and ears open. 

I began to find things out, 
which led to certain clubs being 
closed. Houses of ill repute were 
raided. Thieves and receivers of 
stolen goods were arrested. No- 
body but the Vice Squad knew 
the informant. 


I learned that the most elusive 
of the French gang leaders was 
called Charles “Bateleur” 
(Charles the Acrobat). -I never 
managed to see him while he 
was alive, but I did see some of 
his lieutenants — little, loudly 
dressed braggarts with cold and 
vigilant eyes. 

I remember the terrible still- 
ness that descended on a little 
underground club one night 
when three gangsters of Charles 
the Acrobat’s team were loung- 
ing, sipping Pernod, talking in 
husky French. 

Then down the steps intaq the 
club came another notorious 
French gang leader, Mad Emile, 
a group of swarthy henchmen 
following. The atmosphere was 
as prickly as a hairbrush. 


After a while Mad Emile and 
his men departed without inci- 
dent, and I'll admit that I was 
among those who breathed a 
sigh of relief. 

Some of the French girls in 
the club started teasing me, 
calling me “The Little Water 
Drinker.” This namie stuck, and 
I found ft following me from 
haunt to haunt in Soho. I was 
becoming known (though not as 
a detective). 

Then came April 5, 1926. It 
was. Easter Monday, and, being 
the junior at Vine street station 
I was studying my textbooks for 
the next police examination 
when the plione rang. 

“Duty Inspector sp eaking. 
There’s been a shooting murder 
in Soho—at Frith street!” 

“Leave it to me, sir,” I said, 
hanging up. This was my first 
murder case. I went to Frith 
street and found that a crowd 
had gathered around the Cochon 
Club, a notorious haunt of 
French gangsters. 

A uniformed sergeant and 
constable guarded the entrance, 
and they helped me through the 
mob around the narrow door- 
way. It led to a rickety corridor, 
some wooden stairs, a green 
baize padded door, studded with 
heavy bolts, and a peephole. 


More steps, another door, and 
there, beneath fhe pavements of 
Soho, under a low cellar roof, 
was the infamous Cochon Club. 
It had a wooden bar along one 
side, tables and chairs, a couple 
of slot machines, and some crude 
murals daubed on the walls. In 
the red chimney corner sprawled 
the corpse of a man shot in the 
stomach. a 

Billiard cues were scattered, 
broken, tables had been over- 
turned, and glasses and bottles 
lay splintered in shining pud- 
dies. There were about two 
dozen people in that polluted 
cellar, its atmosphere still acrid 
like a dead firework from the 
explosion of the revolver shot. 
Some were disheveled, one had 
bleeding lips. 

A young blonde in a tight 
black velvet skirt sat sobbing. 
They were bad characters, and 
they all stared at me. I knew 
some of the people there, and 
I could see some of them knew 
me, too, and no mistake this 
time—a detective!

VERY product that can -le- 
F. gitimatety be called food is 

good food. Of course, we can 
get too much even of a good 
thing. ’ 

What nutritionists criticize {s 
the misuse of food. Take sugar. 
for instance. It supplies only 
calories, which are important. 

Nevertheless, we could not 
live on calories alone. We must 
have protein, minerals and vita- 
mins for an adequate diet. 

If we ate a great many pro- 
tein-rich foods, what we did not 
need for building and repairing 
tissues could be used for energy, 
which we measure by calories, 
This would be expensive, how- 
ever. We therefore turn to cere- 
als and sweets, supplemented by 
some fat, for our calories quota. 

One asset of sugar is that it 
supplies us with quick energy. 
Sometimes this is important. 
Another asset is its flavor, which 
adds much to our enjoyment. 

Marshmallow Sauce. 

2 cup sugar, 4% cup water, 
8 marshmallows, 1 egg white, 
stiffly beaten, 1% teaspoon va- 
nilla extract or a few drops oil 
of peppermint. 

Combine sugar and water and 
cook over a low heat, stirring 
constantly, until sugar is dis- 
solved. Boil five minutes. Add 
marshmallows, cut in small 
pieces, and beat until marsh- 
mallows are dissolved. Fold 
gradually into stiffly beaten egg 
white. Add vanilla extract or a 
few crops oil of peppermint. 
Serve hot on ice cream or pud- 
dings: Yield: six servings. 
Steamed Chocolate Nut Pudding. 

Half-cup sifted flour, 2 tea- 
spoons baking powder, ™%& tea- 
spoon salt, % cup fine dry bread 
crumbs, 1 tablespoon shorten- 
ing, % cup sugar, 1 egg, % tea- 
spoon vanilla extract, % cup 


milk, 1% squares chocolate, 
melted, 4% cup chopped nut 
meats. 


Mix and sift flour, baking pow- 
der and salt. Add crumbs. Cream 
shortening and sugar until fluffy. 
Add unbeaten eggs and vanilla 
extract and beat well. Add 
sifted dry ingredients and 
crumbs alternately with the 
milk. Add melted chocolate, 
mix well, and stir in nut meats.

AT THE END of each forelimb 
of an ape is a “hand” which can 
be used to a certain extent for 
grasping. A gorilla's hand my be 
as large as &@ man’s, or larger, 
but the gorilla’s thumb is of 


| poor quality, 


The human hand is a thing of 
which we can be proud. We 
have better powers of grasping 


(| and holding than any animal. 


Twenty-seven bones are to be 
found in the human hand, courtt- 
ing those in the wrist. This is 
nine times as many as there are 
in the arm, betwéen shoulder 
and wrist. 


The wrist has eight bones in it. 


They are close together and are 
fastened to one another. They 
act almost as if they were a 
single bone, but since they are 
really separate, they make the 
wrist elastic. They help to break 
the shock when a person falls 
on his hands. This is important 
—many a person has saved his 
face by putting out his hands 
during a fall! , 
*. + * 

THE REST of the bones are 
in the hand between the wrist 
and the tips of the fingers. Five 
bones run through the central 
part of the hand, until they join 
the bones of the fingers. <A 
hand has five fingers, but one 
of them has the special name 
of thumb, and differs from the 
rest. The thumb has only two 
bones in it. Each of the other 
fingers has three hones.
